A LEAF FBOM A LIFE. 


To find the sympathy which I crave outside 


the home-circle, Is the motive which prompts 
me to lay before my readers this story of my 
life. 


When, at the age of twenty-three, I was 


married, I bad less real knowledge of the world 
than have many children of ten or twelve 
years.

I had not yet out-lived it. I believed that all 


were " born free and equal," and that she who 
could justly respect herself, might command the 
respect of all.

But while watching him at labor, I soon be- 
came Interested in work and in the method of 
perfoiming it. I began also to consider that it 
was at least no harm to kno-v how to do it my- 
self. Finally, it has become my first object iu 
life to put my own strong shoulders to the 
wheel, and to save my husband fiom the con- 
sequences of over-work.

Ills Prr»«nceln London—The Honor and 
Attention Htaown Him. 


M. D. Conway writes as follows lioin Lou- 


ilon lo Hie Cincinnati Commercial: 


It is H somewhat striking t'.ict that the most 


distinguished American now receiving attention 
in London should be William Lloyd Goirison. 
In old anti-slavery times 1 remember that Mr. 
A. llrouson Alcott said in ono of his "conversa- 
tions" that though, In a pending canvass, tlie 
country miglit elect Mr. A. or Mr. B., it would 
not niter the fact that Almighty God had al- 
ready elected William Lloyd Garrison President 
of the United States, and whoever went to the 
White House would only be Garrison's acent. 
The anti-slavery President was never com- 
pletely satisfied by any factotum of his in 
.Washington, I believe, yet no doubt he now 
believes Iliat his woik was done in the only 
way possible. Last evening, in conveisnUon 
with him, be told me that though lie had been 
several limes in London before, lie never saw 
the place until now ; he never imagined how 
large it was, nor entered into its various inter- 
ests in the many mo nth s he passed here for- 
merly halt' so much as in this one week. 1'tie 
cause is not fai to seek, I suspect ; when Garri- 
son came- here in former yeais, he could see 
nothing but his cause. 
VV'iichig or sleeping, his 


vision and his dream" were filled only by his 
negio emancipation; how could he be inter- 
ested in art galleries, buildings, social enjoy- 
ments? He passed his'time consulting with 
Qnakeis, radicals and the like. One or two 
aristocrats he met in those days, among others 
Sir Fowell IJuxton, who expressed astonish- 
ment at not finding Gairison a black man. In 
those days it was paitof the old abolitionist 
leader's » 01 k to execrate Presidents. 
But now 


he U hei<i enjoying London along with an ex- 
Fiesident of whom he has approved. However, 
he has declined all large parties and dinners, for 
though in fair health lie is aged and cannot 
stand laie diuneis. lie has mingled a good 
deal with his old fiiends, but many of them he 
finds repiesented by their sons and daughters — 
to \vhqm, however, lie hat the name ino.it hon- 
ored in their household tradition's. The Ash- 
ursts, Stansfeldi, Taylors "and ^igg^es, the cir- 
cle that s<i long gathered around Mazziui, are 
paying him the most cordial attention and 
homage. W'.ieu Garrison came berc long ago 
young Ashjrst and SU'.ustfld sat in Exeter 
Hull, pou'idlng the floor in their enthusiasm 
at the e'nancipator's eloquence ; now one is 
Right ilon. il. P. and ex-Minister, the other 
Post Office Solicitor, and can brirg around the 
old man some of the best liberal company in 
London. Garrison consented to make a speech 
at a Woman's Franchise meeting the other 
evening, and, did as he is, he made the speech 
of the evening. It was a meeting well repre- 
sented by Nationalists. Duncan Maclaren, M. 
P., who is very Scotch, presided ; Lady Taluot, 
who is very Irish, spoke ; but the lire blazed 
out from the gray-haired American, and he 
went a step beyond all the radicalism of his 
conntty by suggesting that there should be a 
WomanY Parliament, a sentiment which so 
pleased the young ladies present that the ven- 
erable Maclaren was constrained to remark that 
such a Pailiainent whs not yet included in the 
programme of their movement. Mr. Garrison, 
who is accompanied 'by his joungest son — a 
very intelligent youth — is going next Saturday 
to Leeds, and will not see London again. At 
Leeds he will visit his old friend and comrade, 
George Thompson. That once leading orator 
is now \ery infirm, and the meeting between 
these veteran warriors for a philanthropic cause 
will no doubt be to bcth the chief sotiuem'r ot 
their declining days. Mr. Garrison will also 
visit the Olarkes— Mrs. C. Is John Briglil's 
daughter — in Rochdale; and he will also viait 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, where he has some old 
friends, and where the citizens desire to ;ive 
him a public reception. Mr. Garrison, thoueh 
lie comes to an English generation which knows 
him chiefly by name and fame alone, comes 
at a time when * nff interest Ais b«en excited 
in him'aiiaJtH£.aglt«iion,lleiBo-longleJ,'by the 
publication of Harriet Marliueau's Autobiogra- 
phy. "Garrison,1 'says Miss Martineau, " will 
be recognized hereafter nut only as at present, 
as the Moses pi the enslaved race, leading them 
out of tlieir captivity, but as more truly the 
founder of tlw Republic than Washington him- 
self.'' Mr. Ganlkon, thouthlor some years lie 
has been inclined to the optimist view of Amer- 
ican affairs, freely expresses his uneasiness at 
.the withdrawal *f tre<«« lro,ro,the Broth, i^nd 
fears that it will b? liupossibfe ii/any. future 
election to secure an iiuintiraidated negro vote ; 
tbe next President be thinks, toi list be a Demo- 
crat, and the future is not without danger. 
His English friends are inclined to think that 
there are some things irreversible, and among 
these tbe verdict of the United States Republic 
•gainst Slavery.

Hatf work is not so hard now as then. For 


then I .worked with desperation, which is try- 
ing t<> itlie nerves. 
That summer we made 


nearly teutons of hay, suiting eight tons of it 
with our own hands. 


Time passed/in, with varying, but, on the 


whole, improving foitunes, till we came here 
four years ago. 
SVe took a tract of wild land 


on the seashore, ibttKt a small house and barn, 
and began to clear .tlie land. It was on the first 
of December, when wiitb. our two little ones, I 
entered for the first time, our new home. 
My 


husband had met us at the station with a pale, 
haggard face; and when the waiting-room was 
deserted, he threw his anus around me, and 
leaned his weary head on my shoulder, while 
the tears lie was loo unnerved to repress, flood- 
ed his eyes. He told me he was afraid I should 
be dreadfully discouraged when I should see 
the house ; it was scarcely habitable; he had 
done all he could, hut he did not know how we 
were to manage. 
If his strong courage failed, 


I felt that suiely I must be strong; but ray 
heart did Indeed feel heavy. After a cold, aud 
inexpressibly dreary ride of a few miles, we 
reached the house. 
Sar« a few articles, our 


furniture had not yet arrived, although it did 
soon afterwai ds. It was on that gloomy w in- 
ter's day a most uninviting scene. There was 
not a door to any of the rooms, while the plas- 
tering was as wet as if the mason's trowel had 
just left it. There nas not a shelf whereon to 
put anything, nor a hook to hang upon; to 
crown my discomfort, my head began to ache 
severely. 


Despite all, the fuiriiture arrived, and by ten 


o'clock that night the place really looked quite 
comfortable and home-like. 


We put up our beds in the room where the 


stove was, and kept a fire in it all night; which 
we continued to do until the walls were dry. 
Neither the children noi I took colds, nor were 
we sick iu any way. 
My husband was still 


more feeble than he had been, but, as I believe, 
entirely in consequence ot'ovei-work. 


We had been here about a fortnight when 


our horse died. There had been so much to do 
about the house and barn that we had, as yet, 
no fuel at the door. 
Each day enough only 


had been prepared to last until the next; so, 
when the horse died, we were not prepared for 
tlie winter. 
There was no wood save hard- 


pine near the house, and that was gieen,and 
growing. Do you know what it is to burn, or 
try to burn, gieeuliard-pineT" I know of no 
trial which will give a better opportunity for 
the exercise of patience, and freely confess that 
mine failed to stand that taste. ' 


To get green oak, and the dry dead limbs of 


trees, it was necessary ttf gd ah eighth of a mile 
or more. After cutting and trimming.these were 
laid upon a wheelbarrow; my husband took hoU 
of the shaft*, while I grasped i rope which was 
fastened oil either side near the wheel, and 
thus—he pushing, 1 pulling—we managed to 
get our load home. But when the snow came 
and covered the ground quite deep, it became 
excessively hard labor; aud il was not long be- 
fore my husband's health and strength failed so 
entirely that he could no longer help"; and 1 
was then obliged to go to the woods nloue to 
do what I could. After awhile we managed to 
get two men to chop a part of day, and then I 
had only to bring the wood home. 


With my husband I have cut wood, drawn 


it, grubbed the loots from new land, carted 
stone, dug wells, burnt brush, helped plant and 
dig potatoes, aud sowed and harvested other 
crops, and have done, little or much, nearly ev- 
ery variety of farm work, 
i'et at the age of 


twenty-four, my muscles were as undeveloped 
as is usual in young women. In view of what 
I have been able to accomplish, I wonder what 
my muscular power might have been had I 
commenced earlier in life. 
Not that I am in- 


clined lo boast, of my physical strength, only 
it shows what a woman may do, If it be neces- 
sary. 


The following summer, my husband made 


two or three traps for catching lobsters ; and, 
near the last of the season, took time sufficient 
to bait and set them. 
He was successful in 


catching a number of fine ones, which, after 
boiling, he regarded thoughtfully. 
After a 


while lie remarked, "They would bring us 
something, if we could find a market for them." 
1 replied that I was sure I could sell them in 
the village. But he was equally sure that it 
was impossible for me to do it. 
However, al 


last he consented that I should make tbe at- 
tempt. 


At tbe first house where I called, I went to 


the front door and rang the bell. A gentleman 
came to the door. 


" Will you send in your card ?" he asked. 
"It is unnecessary," I replied; "I have 


culled to see if the ladies would like some lob- 
sters." 


He returned to tbe ropm at the further eud 


"John, she can't help it; you go around, 


and hold the horse's head." 


From that time I have had nothing but 


civility from John. 


The second summer a man in the village 


commenced business in opposition to my trade, 
but soou gave it up. 
The third, another tried 


to get my customers away by underselling me, 
and continued to sell the past summer. 
Of 


course, I lost some trade, as he had the advan- 
tage of being ou tbe ground, while I Cdine from 
three miles away, but thiee times each week ; 
still this was hardly so aggravating as it was 
for him to remark to one of my customers, 
" Darn that lobster woman, she cuts into mv 
trade like sixty 1" 


I have soldhesicles lobsters, also clams, fowl 


of all kinds, fresh fish, fresh pork, veal, and 
vegetables of our own raising. We are far, 
very far, from being even moderately rich, hut 
the light of hope, which for many years has sent 
from the far distance, but a faint and fitlul ray, 
comes nearer to our struggling souls : and 
shows to us a home, where every leasonable 
want may he gratified. 


My husband's health has improved, and we 


have three birdies in tlie home nest to love 
and charisli. Otherwise we are alone; so far 
away from society, that unless called away on 
busiuess, (which at this season is rarely), we 
see no ojie for weeks at a time. 


Kind as I find them, when I come on busi- 


ness, tire fact that I am engaged iu such a call- 
ing, seems to build a barrier between me aud 
others. 
This was once illustrated in a way 


that amused me. One day on my retnr» from 
the city, I encountered a young lady who is 
employed in a saloon in the village. Knowing 
she had far to walk, 1 asked if sTie would like 
to ride ; she accepted my offer quite gratefully.

THE LAND OF BUBNS. 


A Visit to the Town of Ayr-The Kitchen

A correspondent of the London Hallway 


News thus refers to tbe place where the poet 
Burns was born, and where the scenes of 
some of his most popular writings aie to be 
found: 


" Arriving at this spot it Is a little disap- 


pointing to find that the birth-place of genius 
is part of a ' change-house,' or public bouse. 
The actual drinking does not however take 
place iu the kitchen, where Burns was horn, 
nor in the other original room of the bouse. 
The kitchen remains much as it was on tl • 
rude January morning iu 1769 when Burns 
first saw the light, the recessed bed-place 
still contains a bed, a low wooden 'dresser' 
runs along the wall under tbe plate-rack, and 
tbe old projecting fireplace, wide and cheerful, 
with swinging iron hook on which pots and 
ketUes are slung, remain as much as in Burn's 
day. The little four-paned window, which 
alone lighted the room then, is aided by a 
laiger window now knocked out to the road. 
The ' public' room connects with the 
< best 


room,' and a fourth apartment has been added, 
so that the two original rooms can be freely 
visited. The bouse belongs to the Shoemakers' 
Corporation in Ayr, a body which no doubt 
reckoned 'Souter Johnnie' among its members. 
A little way down the road we come to the 
ruins of Alloway Kirk, with its little graveyard 
full of memorials of persons whom Burns has 
made known to fame. The old road passes to 
south of the kirk, and by it Tarn o'Shanter rode 
on that memorable night, approaching to look 
into the kirk by a little window in the wall, 
placed exactly at such a height that Tain, on 
his giay mare Meg, could look in upon the won- 
derful sight. To one who is sufficiently curi- 
ous, a'l terrifying places passed by Tarn before 
he reached the kirk can be discovered, and at a 
short distance, overlooked by. a graceful ceno- 
taph to the memory of Burns, is seen the old 
and characteristic Brig o'Doon, which the 
witches conld not cross. Shanter, It may be 
mentioned, is the name of a farm not far from 
Ayr. In the monument to Burns are to be 
found the usual display of memorials in views, 
&c., and from it open upper ceiia a very pic- 
turesque view all around is to beabtained. 


Returning to Ayr after seeing all that this 


immediate locality has to show, we visited the 
Auld Brig, which is still as strong as ever, 
though its steep sides and unkeinpt pavement 
are only now used for foot passenger traffic. A 
furlong nearer the sea we observe alt that still 
stands of tbe New Brig, regarding which Burns, 
in his well-known colloquial poem of tbe "Brigs 
of Ayr," makes the Auld Brig utter the prophe- 
cy, now in process of fulfillment: 


' I'll be a brig when ye're a rtiapeless cairn!' 


Tbe New Brig, < handsome in its way, and 


with sculpture m the niches of its abutments, 
began to show signs of tbe fulfillment of proph- 
ecy some little time ago. 
It bas been shored 


up, and the parapet, as well as part of the ma- 
sonry, bas been removed to lighten the weight 
of its (ottering limbs. In the town of Ayr 4s 
shown tlie house where Tain O'Sbanter and,, 
Souter Johnnie sat drinking prior to theAllo-' 
way Kirk adventure; tlie chair Tarn sat in, and 
the mag be drank out of, going with the house, 
which is still a place for the refreshment of man 
and beast."

fish for trout as follows : « Always fish down 
a stream. In fishing up stream the bait is con- 
tinually coming home to one's feet after every 
cast, and the nearer it approaches the person, 
the less chance for a bite. It is best to Wade in 
the bed of the stream, as by this means oneca 
keep the bait in the water for long distance 
without making a cast. Give np all idea o 
using artificial flies; there is usually no chance 
to cast them. Use a light-jointed pole, not ove 
twelve feet iu length, with delieate runnin 
gear and small compact reel; small hooks 
gauged on silkworm gut. Put no lead on you 
lines, as it kills the artistic and natural motion 
of the bait. Use angle worms, and these may 
be much improved by being kt.pt a few days or 
clean moss in an uncovered, large-mouthed hot 
tie. In baiting the point of your hook it had 
better not be covered. Take a worm by the 
middle and pierce the hook through a small 
portion, say half an inch ; then put on another
